2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method or 
apparatus for distributing fluid from a plurality of openings in a pipe distributor onto an inclined fluid receiving surface, the fluid 
having a horizontal momentum in the direction of pipe flow when the fluid impinges upon the fluid receiving surface and providing 
flow impeding means on the fluid receiving surface for reducing the horizontal momentum of the fluid on the surface. 

Claims 1-16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus the inventions defined thereby have industrial applicability 
because the subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
